blindness and diseases of the hoof, and the 
animal has eitherto be shotorsold. The 
lack of proper pasturage and food also 
cuts an important figure in the life of the 
cavalry horse in the remote garrisons of 
the West, for while his Eastern brother is 
feeding luxuriantly on a full allowance of 


oats and corn twice a day and sleeping in a | 


comfortable stable, the Western horse is 
making a scanty meal on husks and sleep- 
ing in a ramshackle building that seems to 
have been especially constructed for a free 
circulation of air. 

There are nearly 10,000 horses in use by 
the United States army. Of this number 
about ten per cent. are sold annually be- 
cause ot their unfitness for further cavalry 
or artillery duty, and about five per cent. 
are lost by death. So, in order to maintain 
the standard, it is necessary to purchase 
about 1,500 animals every year. When the 
stock of a garrison needs replenishing the 
Quartermaster-General’s Department is 
no 
and @ 


der to deliver the borses at the desired 
point, if, aftera suitable inspection by the 
Secretary of War, they meet the require- 
ments of the standard fixed by the army 
reguiations. The regulations require that 


the horse shall be agelding of uniform and 
hardy color; from fifteen to seventeen 
hands high; from fourto eight years old, 
and weighing between 900 and 1,200 pounds 
for a cavalry horse and between 1.050 and 
1.300 for artillery horses. There are other 
requirements necessary, such as the gener- 
al build of the animals and their health. 
Whenever it becomes necessary to pur- 
chase the half-breed horses of California or 
Southern Texas the standard of the beight 
is reduced to l4‘¢ hands. Long-legged, 
loose-jointed, long-bodied and narrow-chest- 
ed horses, as wellas those whichare rest- 
ive or vicious, are rejected. 

Most of the horses used in the army are 
purchased in St. Louis and Louisville, al- 
though the general ruie of late has been to 
obtain the animais in the neighborhood in 
which they are desired for use, the idea be- 
ing to obtain thoroughly acclimated ani- 
mals. The average cost of ahorseisa trifle 
over $134. 

As soon as the purchase is completed the 
horse is branded with the letters “U. S.’’ on 
the left fore shoulder, and a complete de- 
scriptive list is made of him, which always 
accompanies him wherever he is trans- 
ferred. The horses are distributed by the 
regimental commander, and the riders or 
drivers are not allowed to exchange them or 
permit any one else to use them. 

With every troop of cavalry a record of 
the animals is kept, containing the descrip 
tion of every one received and transferred, 
showing the kind, name, age, size, color, 
marks, brands, or other peculiarities, how 
and when acquired and disposed of, the 
name of its rider and driver, and the use to 
which it is applied. 

The forage ration for ahorse is fourteen 
pounds of hay and twelve pounds 0% oats, 
corn or barley, and in special cases of hard 
service or exposure the grain ration is usual- 
ly increased three pounds. In localities 
where good grazing is practicable for a con- 
siderable portion of the day, or during sea- 
sons when little labor is required of the 
animals, the ration is usually reduced. 

The animals usually last about six years, 
and at the end of that time are solid at 
auction, or before if they are disabled so as 
to. be unfit for service. When sold the of- 
fieer puts another brand on the horse, mak- 
ing it impossible for the horse to be sold to 
the Government dt some other point. Con- 
demped avimals do not bring very much. 
They are worthless for carriage purposes, 
and are too much worn outto be fit for the 
more arduous work of street car hauling. 
They are usually sold to contractors who

EGGS IN ALL STYLES. 


Six Hundred Ways in 
This Modest Viand. 


France to Cook . 


The French cuisine is said to boast no | 


fewer than six hundréd distinct modes of 
dressing eggs, says the London Telegraph, 
anda very considerable proportion of these 
recipes has lately been communicated to 
the British public in an opuscule written 
by the accomplished “chef” of the Duke of 
Bedford. Asa rule, however, it may be 
said that ordinary middle-class English | 
people know little, if any thing, about such 
subtle prep arations as “@ufs a la 
duchesse,” “a la Bourguoigonne,” ‘a la 
Philipsbourg,”’ “a l'eau de rose,” “a la 
Coigny.’’ or “au Pere Douillet.’’ We are 
content totake our eggs as we take our 
pleasures, gravely and somewhat sadly. 
Yet eggs and bacon have not ceased to be a 
National dish. “Buttered eggs,” “curried 
eggs” and “scrambled eggs’ find a place in 
our “‘cuisine bourgeoise.”” Minced mutton 
is not considered complete without a 
poached egg, which is also, as 
the poetic cook put it, “as a 
buttercup in the meadows of  spin- 
ach,” and we use legions of hard-boiled 
eggs in salads and mayonnaises of veal and 
ham pies, while curned eggs sometimes 
make their appearance on the breakfast 
table, and eggs filied with a forcemeat of 
anchovies and other ingredients are becom- 
ing a favorite “sayory’’ atthe end of din- 
ner. 
aliment which is consumed to @ much 
larger extentin England than in France, 
for the simple reason that at their first 
breakfast the French rarely take any thing 
beyond “cafe au lait’ and bread and butter, 
while at their second repast, or “dejeuner a 
la fourchette,” plain boiled eggs or “ceufs a 
la coque’”’ tre only occasionally served, 
whereas at their early breakfast English- 
men scarcely think that they have dis- 
charged their duty to society unless they 
have demolished at least one boiled egg. 
To the prodigious number of shells which 
are cracked every morning between eight 
and nine o’clock must be added the equally 
astonishing number of eggs used in the 
making of puddings and cakes, the con- 
sumption of which is comparatively re- 
stricted across the channel.
